The Court Masque, ‘He ‘ Lies like Truth,’ Jessie, the Flower of 
Dumblane, and The Mummy, formed the entertainments at this Thea- 
tre yesterday evening. 

Dap-market Cheatre, 

Ar this Theatre, last night, the performances were Jerrold’s Drama, 
called The Housekeeper, The Beggar’s Opera, and C. Mathews’s 
petite Comedy, called My Wife's Mother, it being its 5lst repre- 
septation; its author is now on a visit to the Duke and Duchess of. Bed- 
ford at one of their seats in Scotland. Like his father, Mr C. Ma- 
thews is a clever comedian, and during his stay at Florence used eften 
to perform at Lord Normanby’s private theatre. 

Vicror1a.—We went to this Theatre on Wednesday evening for the 
purpose of seeing Warde’s Duke of Glo'ster, in Richard the Third, 
aud must acknowledge to have been very much gratified. We did not 
find, nor did we} look for, any stricing originality in his conception 
of this arduous character, for after having in our own time seen it in 
the hards of Cooke, J. Kemble, Kean, Young, and Macready, we 
must be aware that all that genius, judgment and careful study could 
effect, has been done to bring forth every point and latent beauty. It 
is much to Warde’s credit to say there was nothing like a servile copy 
of any of his great predecessors, but that his performance was bold, 
vigorous, and effective. We were most pleased with his early scenes, as 
in the latter'part of the Play his physical powers being untired, induced 
him to throw too much vehemence ia his tones and gestures. Abbott’s 
Richmond deserves great praise; the fight between him and Warde, 
was admirably contested: ‘The play altogether was extremely well 
acted. 

The decision, with respect to the future lesseeship of the Italian 
Opera, which was to have been given on Wednesday, has bees post 
poned for some time, Laporte has inconsequence left town for Paris, 
and has caused the remains of his late wife, te whom he was much at- 
tached, to be conveyed thither for interment in the cemetery of Pere 
la Chaise, 

On Saturday last, died at the house of his daughter, the Marchio- 
ness of Hardfort, in the County of Meath, Sir John Stevenson, whose 











‘genius, as @ musical composer was of the very highest order. It would 


be impossible to select any particular class of composition from his 
multitadinous productions upon which to found his fame, ‘although the 
public perhaps would turn to his ‘ Irish Melodies,’ as most popular, be- 
cause they are best known. The operas, glees and other concerted 
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pieces of Sir John Stevenson occupy a prominent position in all musical 
societies, and selections from his works are invariably made. But bis 
genius soared above the productions to which we bate alluded, and 
it was wher his pen took ‘a higher and a helier flight’ that the great 
and extraordinary powers of his mind became thoroughly developed. 
His cathedral services and anthems, indeed a'l his sacred music, 
including his Oratorio, are splendid compositions, original in concep- 
tion, suitable in dignity, and expressive inexecution. In all the relations 
of private life, Sir John was excelled by none, with a kindly heart 
and generous disposition, he possessed a vivid fancy and sparkling 
wit: he was in his 74th year. 

A playwright remarked of M——, one of his brethren, who is 
obliged to stimulate his faculties by copions draughts of gin, and is 
seldom lower in the world than the garret, that he was certainly the 
most spirited dram-attic writer of the day.
